Years by Immunization 
Serum

sensitive to these pollens, some 
only to one or two varieties, but 
there is usually one that is the 
chief source of trouble. 


Much has been learned in the 
last ten years of the cause, pre- 
vention, and treatment of the 
condition. For ages there was no 
encouragement for the hay fever 
sufferer except to run away from 
the region in which their menace 
grew. That was too often an ex- 
pensive luxury that all sufferers 
could not afford. 

Those who could not travel 
were compelled to stay, cough, 
and sneeze, protect their inflamed 
eyes, and pray for frost or dis- 
appearance of their specific pol- 
len. Now this has been changed 
very materially. Methods have 
been perfected by which skin 
tests will prove quite accurately 
v hat special pollen is causing the 
trouble. Also preparations are 
manufactured which, injected 


under the skin at varied inter- , 


vals in graduated doses, for some 

weeks before the expected on- 

slaveht, will quite effectively pre- 
vent the scasonal attack. 


* * * 


MIE disease prevails in the 

United States, principally 
from .pril to the last of Septem- 
ber. -i:me suffer only from April 
to June and July, others from the 
first of August to frost. Some 
must endure both types. The 
April, May, and June attacks of 
hay fever are caused by the pol- 
lens that are thrown off by fresh 
bloom and leafage. 

The chief offenders at this 
time are sweet vernal grass, or- 
chard grass, black walnut, cot- 
tonwood, and oak trees, sheep 
sorrel, and plantain. Later, June 
grass, timothy, and rcdtop add 
their teasing. 

The yearly attacks appear ata 
very definite date, and a little 
knowledge of what pollens are in 
the air in that region at that 
time*“wilt’ défine the number of 
pollens that are the specific cause 
of the individual invasion. 

Knowing: these things, the doc- 
tor is enabled in a very short 
time to determine quite defin- 
itely the >xact cause in each case. 
After your physician has deter- 
mined that your trouble is due to 
one of three or four pollens, he 
makes skin tests by injecting a 
small amount of that pollen 
under the outer skin or placing 
some in a little scratch on the 
skin, If you are sensitive, the 
wheal enlarges, spreads some- 
what, becomes irregular in shape, 
and may burn and itch. 


‘HE degree of this reaction de- 

termines how susceptible you 
are to this irritation. After it is 
determined what is the cause of 
your hay fever, the treatment 
takes quite definite form. There 
are ‘various methods of adminis- 
tering the treatment. 

The favored method is to com- 
mence five or six weeks before 
the attack and inject graduated 
doses of: your spetific pollen or 
pollens at intervals of from four 
to seven days, timing the last 
dose at about your attack date. 
The doctor observes your reaction 
and increases the dosage accord- 
ing to the degree of your reaction. 


Tf the treatment is not begun. 


until a short time before attack 
it can be given at shorter inter- 
vals, two or three doses a day or 
Ghe injection every day, but it is 
tisually considered that fifteen 
doses are necessary. If good 
judgment has been used in tim- 
ing*and dosage your attack will 
he prevented. 

If no treatment ‘has been given 
before you commence to cough 
amd sneeze injections can be 
givem that will probably control 
fhe-severity. Many hay fever suf- 
ferers ‘are now receiving immun- 
izing: doses every two wecks or 
pce @ month throughout the 

‘and.are often virtually free 
‘ftom the trouble.

FRESH MAKE-UP 
NEEDED SOONER 
BY OILY FACES

ANY girls know how to select 

the right shades of powder 
and rouge and how to use them 
becomingly. When they are ready 
for business or school or what- 
ever activities the day brings, 
they are really attractive. The 
trouble is that after a few hours. 
noses are shiny and make-up is 
smudged, or there is hardly a 
trace of it left. 


“How can I make my make- 
up last?” Dozens of girls ask 
me -this question. In the first 
place, you shouldn’t expect your 
make-up to last more than four 
or five hours. If you can manage 
to look well for this length of 
time your face is entitled to a 
thorough cleansing and new 
make-up. 

Of course, some skins will ret 
tain their make-up and_ stay 
fresh-looking for a longer period 
than will others. The difference 
lies with the 
individual 
skin. The 
skin that is 
over oily will 
look shiny 
relatively 
soon after 
ordinary 
make-up has 
been applied. 
The too dry 
skinalso 
loses its 
make-up in a 
little while. 

The answer 
is, if you want 
your. Lan -up to stay fresh as 
long. as possible, to have your 
skin in excellent condition or to 
use the right type of foundation 
for -your skin. Make it a rule 
never to apply make-up unless 
your face is PHOIOUENTY clean and 
smooth. 


Then if your skin is oily spongt 
with a mild astringent or use a 
powder lotion that will tend to 
tighten the pores and dry up the 
excess oil, Use a cream rouge 
sparingly or use one of the new 
liquid rouges made on an oil 
base. Dust on your face powder 
generously, but brush away the 
excess with a piece of clean cot- 
ton or a soft blending brush. 


The dry skin will hold its 
make-up longer, but you should 
not.envy a girl with a dry skin. 
With this type of skin tiny lines 
are apt ‘to appear early and the 
skin itself is apt to become ex 
tremely sensitive and _ often 
harsh, Apply a rich cream night- 
ly and massage thoroughly to 
keep your skin pliable and to 
supply a certain amount of 
moisture. 


Use a foundation cream or a 
good all-purpose cream as a basis 
for your make-up. Avoid vanish- 
ing creams, as they are drying 
and likely to clog the pores. If 
you use an all-purpose cream, be 
sure that your skin is thoroughly 
clean and slightly damp, then 
apply the cream sparingly. Dash 
with cold water. Blot un the 
moisture with a soft towel and 
apply a soft cream rouge and 
your powder. 


If you are a business girl, plan 
to renew completely your make- 
up during your lunch hour. If 
you are a homebody, you will 
probably use make-up sparingly 
in the morning and then give 
your skin a thorough going-over 
and apply your make-up before 
going out in the afternoon. Not 
cnly will you appear smart and 
attractive at all times, but your 
skin will be clearer and lovelier 
for this treatment.

Dr. Adolf Lorenz, Famous Bloodless Surgeon, Feels 


Same at Eighty-two 


HAT’S a year more or less?” 
asks Dr, Adolf Lorenz, the 
famous <Viennese bloodless sur- 
geon, ay he celebrates his eighty~ 
second birthday. “I would not 
know I*was.old if people did not 
remind .me of it. You wake up 
some morning and you feel as al- 
ways and people come to you and 
say: ‘You ‘ate fifty ‘now; don’t 
forget it.” And it is the same when 
you are sixty, At seventy they tell 
you it would ‘be better to retire 
from the hospital, and now I am 
reminded I idm eighty-two. It 
does ot matter,J goon working.” 
This calm philosophy comes 
from one of the kindliest and 
most usefulzof the world’s citi- 
zens, as he sits in his New York 
office.
